discovering  buried  data,  with  tracing  an  elusive  item  to  its  lair,  and 
with  personal  acquaintanceship  with  relatives  and  conversations  with 
them  about  the  family.  It  has  been  a  pleasant  game  to  try  to  complete 
the  genealogical  data  herein,  as  v/oll  as  in  the  notebooks  mentioned 
beyond,  strictly  according  to  the  New  England  standard,  with  every  dato 
and  place  of  birth,  marriage,  and  death,  Inclusive  of  those  v/ho  married 
into  the  family,  and  with  full  names  of  the  parents  of  tho  latter*  So 
overy  such  item  for  every  person  has  nearly,  but  not  quite,  been  completed 
with  tho  Genealogy  herein.

Tho  lot  21  on  tho  other  sido  of  lot  20  was  sold  by  Marled  to  hor  daughter 
Emily'*  Sophia  and  her  husband,  George  Boll  Johnston,  Fob  7  1639,  about  two 
years  after  thoir  marriage,  and  they  probably  lived  on  it*  Some  at  least 
of  it  remained  in  possession  of  descendants  until  around  1940,  On  ity

Sho  sold  half 'of  lot  20  to  her  eon  JohnA  (JamGs)  Patrick  Donnolly,  Jan  21 
1850,  and  sh©  probably  lived  there  with  him  for  some  years.  She  sold  tho 
other  half  of  lot  20  to  hor  fionp  Edmund^  Burk©  Donnolly,  Aug  13  1849  which 
ho  resold  in  about  a  ye ar0  So>Long  before  hor  death,  £2aria  had  disposed 
of  all  300  acres,  and  had  no  real  estate*  Sonio  of  hsr  children  who  had  hor 
real  estate  transferred  to  other  children  for  reasons  not  known*  There  was

Orleans  to  get  his  dograo  of  r,l,Dc 
no  in  those  days  Canada  was  a  pioneer  country  with  no  educational  advantages 
whatever* 1 1  The  Narrative  of  Marla^  says  Edmund  went  to  Now  Orleans  when 
not  quite  20,  which  would  be  1834*  New  Orleans  then  was  the  center  of  tho 
French  Provinces  in  America,  and  thoro  was  founded., Sept  1S34£  ” Medical 
College  of  Louisiana"*  This  became  tho  Medical  Dept  of  th©  Unlv.  of  La 
in  lo45,  which  bacaao  tho  present  Tulano  Univ  in  1884*  Tho  first  positive

in  French'  is  "Meeting  of  Feb  25  1337  -r  Donnelly,  Edmund,  bom  Aug  1314, 
Dungannon,  Co  of  Tyrone,  Ireland,  bearing  Diploma  of  tho  Modical  College 
of  Louisiana,  Apr  5  1337.  Authorised  to  practice  Medicine  arid  Surgery  in 
tho  State  of  Louisiana",  Edmunds  tombstone  gives  his  birth  ante  aa 
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Sept.  1,  1813 ,  but  It  io  assumed  that  whoever  gavo  this  data  after  his 
death  did  rot  havo  go  accurate  a  tasmory  as  ho  hlmsolf  did  at  the  ago  cf  23  , 
so  tho  author  discards  tho  tombstone  date,  Tbo  Dungannon  original^rocord 
could  not  bo  found*  Edtmind  married  in  Now  Orleans  about  1837  as  related

tho  winter  of  1849  Susan  was  with  Edmund  Ds  mother  Har5.a-*  in  Efoor©town9 
when  ilar ie.  had  to  go  to  Chatham  to  taka  care  of  tho  children  of  Edmund 
because  tho  mother  had.  to  bo  token  away  to  a  hospital.-  Suoh  a  hospital

Shops.  For  a  joke,  ihoy  sent  for  Donnelly  to  treat  q  man  with  a  broken  arn0 
When  Dr  Donnelly  arrived,  h©  treated  the  matter  with  apparent  sariouonsso, 
and  got  a  hammer  and  nails  and  carefully  repaired  tho  brokon  armc  Then 
ho  sent  a  bill  for  the  full  f<so  for  a  broken  arm  to  the  young  manB  and  th®y 
had  to  pay  it0
